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1 9 There Is a Germn-bullt airfield at Strzebielino (P55A^5) which treasures 
about 1,500 x 1 yZQQ meters It lies between the village and the railroad 
station which serves the area, and is hounded on the south by the kejherowo^ 
Lebork road, on the east by a country road which approaches Strzebielino 
fron the south, on the west by a forest and some farm land, and on the north 
by the village. Local residents are permitted to use a path which crosses 
the field. There is no runway on the field, but the level, drained, grass 
surface can be used for takeoffs and landings fron any direction* 

2* A glider school, Szybowcowa Szkola Sllzgowa, under the direction of Lt. Jan 
Szezepanik, is located at this field, but there are no military installations 
of any type in the area* 

3a The following is a key to the attached sketch of the fields 

1. Buildings occupied by employees of the glider school. 

2. Btiildings occupied by officers of the school* 

3- Gasoline tanks, including one underground tank. 

4* Hangar, 20 x 30 natars. It is constructed of wood xjith a concrete 
floor® A snail garage adjoins the hangar, which is in very good 
condition.
